Morning Meeting of 25 January 1965 



General Carter was in the Chair as Acting DC I. 


Current Intelligence Briefing covered: South Vietnam, Congo, 
Soviet Naval ops in Western Pacific, Syria, Colombia, destruction of 


T -28’s in Laos, 





A memo was tabled on the implications of 
relating to the US U-2 program.

DDI reported on a cable from the DCM in Cairo complaining 
about an OCX briefing item. His charges are unfounded, and General 
Carter asked that a rebuttal message be prepared for his consideration 
and signature. 

DDX reported that the DCI plans to meet in Bast Building tomor- 
row morning to dry-run the briefing for the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee tomorrow. 

General Carter reported on the highlights of his trip. 

General Carter asked that he be informed on the status of the 
long range flight planned for OXCART aircraft to the Eastern XJ.S. last 
Friday. 


General Carter referred to the need to arrange appropriate 
briefings of the mission. 


General Carter asked DOS to prepare the necessary papers to 
plan on having the usual Agency summer employment program this year. 
General Carter plans to inform the White House and Congressional 
Committees of this. 

General Carter asked to be informed as to whether or not and in 
what degree the Semipala tinsk area is covered by the current CORONA 


General Carter inquired about the status of Paul Borel who is 
described as doing okay but very weak. 

General Carter asked DDF to consider the subject of dependents of 
Agency personnel in SVN. ADDP noted that State Department is consider- 
ing the subject on an across-the-board basis. 2 c
